A  man  in  talk 
with  a  friend  ‘  tosseth  his  thoughts  more  easily,  .  .  .  marshalleth 
them  more  orderly,  .  .  .  waxeth  wiser  than  himself”.  He  had 
“better  relate  himself  to  a  statue  or  a  picture  than  to  suffer  his 
thoughts  to  pass  in  smother”.  Edith  Wharton  recently  expressed 
the  same  idea  in  acknowledging  “the  inspiration  of  the  writing 
desk”,  signifying  that  she  did  not  know  what  was  in  her  mind 
or  what  her  powers  were  until  she  was  actually  straining  over  a 
task.  Then  ideas  came. 

Discussion,  writing,  active  mental  work  of  any  kind  “trouble” 
the  deep  pools  of  the  mind  as  the  angel  troubled  the  waters  of 
Bethesda  and  miracles  happen.  Then  a  man  waxes  wiser  than 
himself,  writes  a  book  that  is  beyond  him,  does  an  impossible 
task.

We  have  always  secretly  held  the  opinion  that  our  year  is  a  little  better 
than  any  other — that  our  year  spirit  is  a  little  keener,  that  our  interest  in 
college  activities,  and  even  in  our  work,  is  a  little  more  enthusiastic,  in  fact 
that  we  are  quite  outstanding  in  the  annals  of  Queen’s  University.  We 
have  had  our  share  of  formals  and  examinations,  of  executive  positions  and 
lectures — but  the  awful  truth  must  he  faced.  After  hours  of  careful  research 
we  have  come  to  the  sad  conclusion  that  the  history  of  Arts  ’34  bears  a 
curious  resemblance  to  the  history  of  any  other  graduating  class. 

The  autumn  of  1930  saw  the  arrival  at  Queen’s  of  a  number  of  strange- 
looking  individuals  known  collectively  as  Arts  ’34.  Most  of  them  wore 
that  innocent,  cherubic,  youthful  air  that  never  survives  a  Latin  I.  exam 
or  an  Arts  Formal.  We  pride  ourselves  on  the  fact  that  we  were  no  greener 
than  any  other  freshman  year  but  opinions  differ  on  the  subject. 

The  highlight  of  our  Sophomore  year  was  the  Queen’s- Varsity  game  in 
Toronto,  when  Queen's  won  in  the  last  two  minutes.  Dignified,  sedate  old 
grads  tore  the  hats  from  each  others  heads  and  joined  in  the  parade  led 
by  the  Queen’s  band.  Quite  a  week-end,  that! 

About  March  1932  most  of  us  began  to  do  a  little  work,  in  spite  of 
disturbing  rumours  that  Queen’s  was  only  a  love-nest.  Some  of  us  even 
went  so  far  as  to  take  a  book  out  of  the  library.  By  the  time  we  reached 
our  third  year  most  of  us  had  grasped  the  fundamentals  in  the  gentle  art 
of  keeping  a  leap  ahead  of  the  faculty,  even  if  we  were  unable  to  put  them 
into  practice.  We  had  made  a  good  many  friends  and  still  had  time  to 
enjoy  the  simple  pleasures  of  life.  We  think  one’s  Junior  year  is  probably 
the  nearest  approach  to  an  ideal  existence. 

In  the  fall  of  1933  the  stalwart  survivors  returned,  if  not  with  a  sense 
of  dignity,  at  least  with  a  sense  of  superiority.  The  carefree,  youthful 
countenances  of  the  lirst  year  students  have  given  way  to  a  slightly  care¬ 
worn  expression  which  is  the  result  of  the  relentless  pursuit  of  a  degree 
and  a  place  in  the  bread-line.  The  thought  that  in  a  few  short  weeks  one 
will  belong  to  that  august  body  known  as  the  Alumni  is  distinctly  alarming. 
Somehow  one  always  thinks  of  them  as  bewhiskered  old  gentlemen  who 
spend  their  entire  lives  singing  “Queen’s  College  Colours”.  It's  all  very 
depressing  but  probably  there  is  some  fun  in  life  yet — even  for  the  Alumni. 
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It  is  Connie’s  Inn,  the  hot  spot  of  Kingston,  on  the  occasion  of  the  Arts  ’34 
reunion.  One  could  hardly  tell  from  the  clinking  glasses  and  the  “stude"  expres¬ 
sions  that  ten  long  years  have  oozed  away  and  that  a  great  deal  of  beer  has  flowed 
out  of  the  barrel  since  we  cut  the  cards  and  classes  together.  Freeman  Waugh, 
making  a  characteristic  ‘bon  mot’  which  sends  Norah  McGinnis  off  into  peals  of 
girlish  laughter,  sways  uncertainly  around  the  floor  with  Senator  Mary  McLennan. 
Their  gyrations  are  interrupted  by  the  entry  of  the  proprietress  Connie  (Have-You 
Heard-This-One?)  Grant.  “Park  the  old  urnbay",  she  nuncupates,  “Doreen  Kenny  and 
the  Snake-Hip  Sisters,  Caroline  Sills  and  Hazel  O’Kilman  are  going  to  do  a  little 
high  stepping  with  music  by  O.  Low  and  his  Aboe  featuring  Denny  de  Hertel,  “The 
Silver  Tonsilled  Siren.”  In  the  confusion  that  follows  Vern  Campbell  who  operates 
a  chain  of  nudist  colonies  puts  his  knee  in  Bert  Winnett's  face.  Meanwhile  the  show 
goes  forward  but  is  interrupted  by  the  appearance  of  Eric  Gilmour  and  John  Parker 
who  arrive  late  together,  just  back  from  a  big  business  deal  with  the  Ubangi  and 
full  of  excitement  with  the  success  of  their  newest  invention — a  noiseless  Peli-Can. 
They  are  closely  followed  by  George  (Regular  Feller)  Fletcher  looking  particularly 
pleased  with  himself  for  having  brought  the  seven-twenty  in  three  minutes  ahead 
of  time.  He  rushes  up  to  Judge  Davoud  to  congratulate  him  on  his  masterly  broad¬ 
cast  on  behalf  of  the  Dress  Reform  Society  and  is  soon  deep  in  conversation  with 
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Andy  Bell  who  has  been  doing  some  valuable  Mormon  missionary  work  among  the 
local  Doukhabor  Settlement.  At  this  moment  there  is  a  loud  outburst  of  laughter 
from  political  co-respondent  Ted  Lill  who  has  just  joined  a  group  consisting  of  Marg 
Chant,  the  prominent  postage  stamp  designer  and  Baron  Ballantyne,  the  well-known 
Hamilton  meat  king.  The  floor  show  comes  to  an  end  amid  tumultuous  applause  led 
by  Bing  Beach  of  the  famous  Beach  Brothers  combination,  who  has  been  starring  in 
Howard  Conquergood’s  “Leers  and  Jeers  ’— the  sensation  of  Kingston's  Great  White 
Way.  There  is  a  commotion  in  the  doorway  and  Oswald  Hall,  the  bloated  capitalist, 
is  steered  in  by  doorman  Baxter.  Rumour  has  it  that  Oswald  recently  refused  Joe 
Marks  a  job  as  distributor  in  his  fertilizer  factory;  they  are  believed  to  be  at  odds 
over  Sally  (Miss  Farlinger  to  you)  whose  daring  interpretation  of  the  fan  dance 
once  betrayed  Harold  McLearn  into  a  violent  hiccough  (sic).  Harold  himself  is  in 
conversation  with  Dick  Hall,  popular  penitentiary  executive,  who  has  been  host  to 
a  number  of  the  class  of  ‘34  during  the  last  few  years.  The  thunder  of  heavy  feet 
attracts  attention  to  a  far  corner  of  the  room  where  Shag  Gussow,  the  tonsorial  art¬ 
ist,  is  making  advances  to  Art  Hall,  lately  returned  from  a  tour  of  the  streets  of 
Paris  with  “un  rat  mort”  in  his  button  hole.

SIXTY-TWO 
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Railway  baggagemen  enjoyed  a  field  day  with  the  luggage  of  fifty  odd  hand¬ 
picked  scholastic  specimens,  as  they  clanked  and  wheezed  Kingstonwards  in  the  fall 
of  '28  to  enter  Medicine.  What  a  train  load  of  wizards  was  dumped  off  at  the  outer 
station,  and  a  few  at  the  C.P.R.  terminus, — the  future  Meds  ’34. 

The  first  spasm  found  us  taking  in  biology,  inorganic  chemistry  and  physics  by 
the  forkful,  and  dozing  through  three  eight  o’clocks  a  week  with  fellow  Arts  students. 

We  were  quaintly  introduced  to  the  peculiar  sporting  spirit  of  times  when  we 
tossed  a  crack  hockey  squad  over  the  boards,  and  tangled  with  Meds  ’32  in  the 
playoffs.  After  a  series  of  three  games  which  we  won,  they  ordered  a  fourth  battle 
and  quit  after  they  scored  the  first  goal,  claiming  the  championship. 

Spasm  number  two  brought  about  those  awful  organic  client .  lectures  and  labs 
that  were  to  hound  us  for  three  years.  It  also  permeated  us  with  the  anatomy  lab’s 
B.  O.  which  lasted  through  the  second  and  third  years.  We  lost  a  few  good  boys 
by  virtue  of  faculty  rulings,  and  began  the  second  year  with  a  few  pips  that  are 
still  with  us. 

By  the  time  the  third  chukker  was  under  way  we  were  convinced  that  the  faculty 
was  determined  to  force  us  into  waiting  until  Saturday  night  to  take  a  bath,  and 
then  the  gym  was  locked.  About  this  time  we  began  to  gain  considerable  renown 
for  staging  peppy  year  dances,  and  year  dinners.  We  used  to  have  a  fair  orchestra 
until  the  faculty  got  through  its  axe  wielding  and  now  we  haven’t  even  a  yodler. 
We  still  provided  hockey  and  football  squads  for  the  senior  years  to  gyp. 

Began  to  think  we  were  some  punks  when  fourth  year  came  around  and  perhaps 
we  would  graduate.  No  anatomy  grinds  to  get  up  and  lots  of  spare  time,  so  one 
of  the  boys  even  got  married  to  cure  the  monotony.  Began  to  see  things  around  the 
hospital  and  criticize  the  surgical  and  medical  departments  in  their  methods  of  treat¬ 
ment.  And  we  still  do. 

Are  they  ever  chopping  us  down !  Only  about  forty-three  left  now  and  every 
one  a  specialist.  Nonchalant?  Why  we  can  even  yawn  through  an  operation  for 
removal  of  an  ingrown  toenail.  Imagine.  And  we  carried  stethoscopes  to  awe  the 
populace  and  to  intrigue  the  winnnin,  even  though  we  couldn’t  hear  a  thing  through 
“them  tubes”.  Work  and  more  work  was  heaved  at  us  from  every  prof,  and  we  post 
graduated  in  pathology  as  well.  Did  you  go  to  our  .St.  Pat’s  Day  Dance?  You  were  not 
on  the  social  register  unless  you  took  that  in.  We  even  got  in  the  finals  for  the 
rugby  championship.  ’33  won  and  we  got  the  bill  for  the  crests. 

Exceedingly  well  purged,  we  fooled  the  depression  by  paying  a  few  of  our  bills 
and  fees  as  the  final  canter  began.  The  good  old  Aesculapian  Society  was  on  its 
heels  after  the  ravages  of  the  two  previous  years  and  we  are  putting  it  on  a  financial 
basis,  revising  the  constitution  and  preparing  the  way  for  Meds  ’35  to  have  a  financial 
blowout.  We  now  number  forty-three  conscientious  souls,  hailing  from  Western 
Bay,  Newfoundland,  to  Victoria,  B.C.,  and  from  Brooklyn,  N.Y.  to  the  eternal  snows 
of  Cochrane,  Out.  We  staged  a  successful  Aesculapian  At  Home  that  did  not  wreck 
the  Society’s  finances.  We  won  the  Rugby  Championship  but  could  not  afford  sweater 
crests.  We  received  numerous  social  invitations  from  outside  Universities  but  couldn’t 
accept  for  financial  reasons,  but  we  did  stage  a  final  year  dinner  and  dance  that  got 
to  first  base. 

And  so  we  approach  the  end  of  the  grind,  with  the  knowledge  that,  as  a  year, 
we  have  contributed  much  to  Queen’s  in  sport  and  otherwise,  we  have  done  nothing 
to  dim  its  fame  or  traditions  and  we  will  leave  the  Limestone  halls  with  regret. 
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'T'is  the  year  of  our  Lord  1955.  While  browsing  around  the  library  I  had  chanced  on  the 
1934  edition  of  the  Tricolor,  and  faces  I  had  not  seen  these  many  years  gazed  back  at  me. 
The  photos  brought  back  memories  of  university  days  at  Queen’s,  and  I  wondered  what  the 
boys  were  doing.

The  last  patient  had  gone,  my  wife  was 
out  and  the  room  was  in  darkness,  save  for  flashes  of  rosy  light,  that,  born  in  the  leaping  flames 
of  the  fireplace,  darted  across  the  floor  and  sped  up  the  walls.  I  settled  comfortably  in  the 
big  chair,  drained  the  glass  and  made  my  wish.  "Show  me  what  the  boys  of  Meds  ’34  are 
doing”. 

The  deck  of  an  ocean  liner.  Joe  Hermann  as  ship's  doctor.  Why  there’s  Joe  on  the  bridge 

reading  a  sheaf  of  wireless  messages.  I  peek  over  his  shoulder.  Well  can  you  beat  that?  The 

one  time  woman  hater  has  a  wife  in  every  port  now.  Those  messages — Good  gosh,  here  comes 
Bill  Slack  and  Leo  Limoges,  arm  in  arm  pacing  around  the  deck.  There’s  still  hope  for  world 
peace. 

No  more  ocean.  A  Hollywood  movie  set  this  time.  Looks  as  if  they  were  waiting  for 
someone.  All  set  to  shoot  a  scene  and  is  the  director  mad.  One  hour  late  and  in  strolls  the 
hero — Dr.  Joe  Joe  Josephson  with  the  director’s  wife  on  his  arm.  “Has  anybody  got  a  cigarette?” 

Brooklyn,  N.Y.  There’s  a  familiar  figure,  but  wdiy  the  crowd?  “I’m  sorry  Benny,  I  didn’t 
know  they  were  all  your  children.”  What  a  man  Benny — twelve  staunch  sons  of  Israel! 

Now  here’s  something — the  annual  meeting  of  the  Canadian  Medical  Association.  I  should 
see  a  few  of  the  boys  here.  No,  not  many  in  the  hall,  Bob  Clark,  Norey  McLeod  and  Maurice 
O’Connor  have  given  papers  and  Art  Crummey  is  ready  to  speak.  There  must  be  more  of  them 
around,  so  I  speak  to  the  janitor.  He  points  to  the  basement  and  I  finally  come  to  a  small 

room  away  off  in  one  corner.  Gib.  McBroom,  '“Ace”  Stewart,  Tom  Nugent,  “Bud”  Galway, 

Geo.  Elliott  and  "Scotty”  McGowan  are  ranged  in  a  circle,  muttering  "Come  up  you - ,”  while 

far  away  one  hears  the  rounds  of  applause  as  Prof.  Crummey  airs  his  views  on  the  Activated 
Sludge  Method. 

The  next  stop,  gentlemen,  is  Gonococqui,  the  Thousand  Island  Town.  Isn't  the  market  place  busy 
on  Saturday  night?  Soap  box  orators  ’neverything.  Let’s  listen  in  on  one  of  them.  He  looks 
familiar  and  no  wonder.  Dr.  Jack  Baker  haranguing  the  crowd  and  telling  them  how  to  run  the 
town,  the  country,  the  British  Navy  et  al. 
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Knots  and  knots  of  green  Pacific  water.  Land  ho  and  China  is  dead  ahead.  Yes,  they’re 
still  battling  the  Japs  and  here  comes  a  bit  of  the  war,  or  is  it?  One  Jap  clad  in  a  hospital  night¬ 
shirt  and  twenty  others  brandishing  huge  swords,  are  covering  country  and  covering  it  speedily. 
Ten  feet  due  west  of  the  nearest  sword  a  slim,  small  figure,  a  stethoscope  dangling  from  his 
neck  is  also  doing  things  with  his  feet.  Now  I  wonder  what  Wing  did  to  that  Jap?  He  always 
said  he  would  like  to. 

You  could  hear  the  racket  blocks  away.  As  I  approach  the  building  I  see  a  gold  lettered 
sign  atop  it  “The  Glover,  Wilcock  &  McKee  Clinic”.  I  know  those  boys  and  in  I  go,  to  watch 
them  through  an  open  doorway.  Ah,  the  lads  have  another  patient  (that's  two  this  year)  and 
they  are  in  consultation. 

I  can’t  help  peeking  in  on  the  faculty  meeting  of  the  University  of  Greenwood  Medical 
School.  Some  of  our  boys  are  on  the  staff,  and  the  Dean  himself  is  a  Mods  ’34  man.  There  he  is, 
Dean  Neil  Morrison,  bald,  fat  and  paunchy.  He  looks  mad  muttering  into  his  bushy  white 
beard,  as  Profs  Eggert  of  the  Pathology  Dept,  and  Dimmer  Matheson  of  Surgery  present  their 
marks.  Twenty  failures  out  of  thirty  students,  amongst  them  the  sons  of  Len  Remus,  Cal  Davis 
and  Foster  Hamilton.  Sez  the  Dean,  “Let  'em  by,  their  fathers  are  millionaires  and  we  need  the 
dough.  We’ll  get  them  next  year.” 

All  is  ready  for  the  operation.  The  great  Phil  Bernstein  the  Liver  and  Light  specialist  is 
operating  this  morning,  and  none  other  than  Perry  While  is  the  co-slicer.  I  peek  in  one  hour 
later  to  see  the  boys  standing  knee  deep  in  instruments,  while  nurses  bring  in  others  by  the  tray¬ 
ful.  The  patient?  Oh  he’s  fine.  You  see  it’s  an  ingrown  toenail  they  are  removing. 

The  trail  to  Hamilton  and  a  reunion  dinn  r.  I  heard  nothing  about  this.  Around  the  table 
many  of  the  boys  are  seated.  Reg  Taft  (very  plump),  Vic  Cecilioni,  Art  Clark,  nonchalant  as 
usual  and  reaching  for  another;  Bob  Clark  (why  they  say  he  even  owns  the  waterfall  at  Niagara 
now),  Bill  Hargrove,  the  Eye  man;  good  old  Elmer  Bateman  just  home  from  a  lecture 
tour  of  the  Old  Land  on  Birth  Control;  Harry  Tweddell,  author  of  "Life  in  a  Museum”  and 
"Bugs  I  Have  Cornered”;  John  Macintosh,  still  single  despite  the  pursuit  of  many  females; 
Mally  MacKinnon,  M.P.  for  Antigonish,  N.S.;  Bob  Mutrie  who  brought  out  his  new  Obstetric 
forceps  last  week;  and  Bob  Ralph,  the  old  rugby  star.  Bob  has  three  sons  in  Medicine  at 
Queen’s  now.  Also  Skip  Sanders,  tossing  a  few. 

The  dinner  has  faded  but  it  is  still  Hamilton.  In  fact  I  am  in  my  office,  just  preparing  to  go 
home.  Hear  Bill  “Cougar”  Clark  is  in  town.  I  lock  the  door  and  turn  to  see  my  car  pulling 
rapidly  away  from  the  curb.  A  plump  figure  waves  from  the  front  seat  “Just  borrowed  the  car 
Shel,  see  you  later.”  I  guess  that's  right  about  Bill  being  in  town. 

A  loud  bang.  That  car  never  backfired.  No,  it  isn’t  the  car,  it’s  the  library  door  slamming, 
and  lights  flare  on.  Am  T  really  back  in  the  library?  I  gaze  dreamily  around  as  my  wife’s  voice 
whispers  “Asleep,  dear?”  “Why  no”,  I  say,  “I  was  just  visiting  Meds  ’34  all  around  the  world”. 
A  puzzled  look  steals  over  her  beautiful  features,  then,  “Perhaps  dear,  I  should  have  Drs.  Gorman 
and  Stoddart  come  and  see  you.”  And  those  palookas  are  famous  Psychiatrists. 
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Royal  Todd  zvas  killed  in  September ,  1929,  when 
the  car  in  which  he  zvas  driving  was  hit  by  a  train. 

Royal  Todd  came  to  Queen's  from  Stratford  in 
1928  and  joined  the  ranks  of  Medicine  ’34.  He  zvas  a 
brilliant  student,  an  outstanding  athlete  and  admired 
by  everyone  with  whom  he  came  in  contact.  He  zvas  a 
member  of  Queen’s  junior  Canadian  rugby  champions 
in  1928. 

His  memory  is  perpetuated  at  Queen’s  by  the 
Royal  Todd  memorial  trophy  donated  by  his  mother.

The  year  1933-34  opened  with  the  first  victory  at  the  polls  recorded  in  recent 
years  by  the  Arts-Levana-Theology  ticke  .  The  executive,  headed  by  Mr.  A.  R. 
Winnett,  was  committed  to  effect  the  solution  of  the  fraternity  problem,  which  had 
been  the  uppermost  issue  in  the  campaign  and  in  which  the  student  body  had  shown 
itself  to  be  vitally  interested.  The  plan  evoked  by  the  executive  was  placed  before 
the  society  at  two  open  meetings,  the  attendance  at  which  bore  conclusive  testimony 
of  a  notable  return  of  interest  in  student  self-government.  Furthermore  in  its  keen¬ 
ness  and  sincerity  the  debate  was  reminiscent  of  the  democratic  days  of  yore  when 
open  meetings  of  the  society  were  a  vital  force  in  the  life  of  the  University. 

The  immediate  outcome  was  the  abolition  of  fraternities.  Harmful  consequences 
were  avoided  through  a  compromise  by  which  social  organizations  were  sanctioned 
under  the  supervision  of  a  committee  of  control.  The  ultimate  result  will  depend 
upon  future  generations  of  student  executives:  but  unquestionably  the  solution  ar¬ 
rived  at  paves  the  way  for  harmony  among  the  diverse  interests  of  the  student  body 
and  the  smooth  working  of  the  machinery  of  the  society. 

In  the  field  of  finance  this  year’s  executive  has  kept  to  the  straight  and  narrow 
path  of  rigid  economy,  and  in  so  doing  has  adhered  to  the  limits  of  its  own  purse 
and  the  pocket  books  of  the  students  at  large. 

As  a  result  of  the  munificent  benefaction  of  the  late  Senator  Lawrence  A.  Wilson 
the  executive  succeeded  in  setting  up  an  adequate  student  loan-fund  for  the  needs 
of  deserving  students.  Another  creditable  feature  of  this  achievement  is  that  the 
representatives  of  the  students  will  themselves  share  in  the  future  administration  of 
this  fund. 


Finally  1933-34  executive  has  throughout  its  year  of  office  been  particularly 
fortunate  in  having  the  helpful  co-operation  of  the  University  authorities  and  of  the 
Alma  Mater  Society  which  it  has  had  the  honour  t<>  represent.

The  1934  Tricolor  in  certain  important  respects  represents  a  depart¬ 
ure  from  a  conservative  tradition.  In  radically  changing  the  appearance 
and  arrangement  of  the  Year  Book  by  the  introduction  of  a  second  colour 
and  by  a  complete  re-organization  of  the  various  departments  the  Editors 
have  been  motivated  not  only  by  a  desire  to  effect  a  qualitative  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  Tricolor  but  also  by  the  hope  of  stimulating  a  considerable 
increase  in  circulation.  It  has  seemed  to  them  that  there  is  no  good 
reason  that  the  wide  appeal  of  the  Year  Book  should  not  be  reflected  in 
its  sales,  and  therefore,  with  the  willing  co-operation  of  the  A.M.S.  Ex¬ 
ecutive,  the  present  bold  policy  of  expansion  has  been  embarked  upon. 
This  volume  is  the  result  of  an  experiment  that  can  only  be  repeated  if 
the  student  body  as  a  whole  is  prepared  to  give  its  whole-hearted  support 
to  the  new  venture. 

A  special  effort  has  been  made  to  ensure  that  the  1934  Tricolor  may 
be  thoroughly  representative  of  the  many-sided  life  of  the  University. 
Facilities  have  been  afforded  to  every  undergraduate  organization  at 
Queen’s  for  pictorial  notice  in  these  pages,  and  if  there  are  any  groups 
who  do  not  find  a  place  in  this  volume  it  is  upon  their  own  responsibility. 

One  omission  the  Editors  must  record  with  dee])  regret.  The  Tricolor 
was  already  in  the  hands  of  the  printers  when  the  death  of  Dr.  Mackintosh 
Bell,  that  most  distinguished  Queen's  graduate,  robbed  the  Dominion  of 
one  of  her  ablest  sons.  It  was  therefore  impossible  to  do  more  than  insert 
this  brief  tribute  to  the  memory  of  one  whose  name  will  always  be  held 
in  reverence  by  members  of  Queen’s  University.

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The  present  Tricolor  is  the  twenty-ninth  of  a  series  which  began  in  1906.  In 
that  year  the  Senior  class  decided  to  commemorate  their  career  at  the  University  by 
the  publication  of  a  year  book.  As  it  was  expressed  in  an  editorial  on  page  five  of 
the  first  volume:  “It  has  seemed  peculiarly  fitting  that  this  step  towards  the  pub¬ 
lication  of  a  complete  Queen’s  year-book  should  be  taken  by  the  present  Senior  year. 
It  has  been  our  responsible  privilege  to  be  the  first  class  to  enter  the  halls  of  what 
may  be  called  the  larger  Queen’s,  and  thus  to  feel  the  vigour  and  inspiration  of  a 
time  of  rapid  expansion  and  larger  life’’. 

The  Year  Book  of  1906  was  a  slender  volume  of  exactly  one  hundred  pages, 
dedicated  to  the  Principal  and  Vice-Chancellor,  Very  Rev.  Daniel  Miner  Gordon, 
M.A.,  D.D.  The  major  part  of  its  space  was  devoted  to  the  one  hundred  and  six 
members  of  the  graduating  class,  whose  activities,  successes,  and  idiosyncrasies  were 
recorded  at  length.  Commenting  upon  the  new  publication  the  Queen’s  Journal  of 
Dec.  15th,  1905,  said:  “It  is  fitting  that  ’06  should  be  the  first  class  at  Queen’s  to 

produce  a  year  book.  Its  entry  marked  the  beginning  of  a  new  era  in  the  history 

of  the  University.  It  marked  the  birth  in  outward  form  at  least  of  the  greater 

Queen’s,  the  Queen’s,  let  us  hope,  which  is  to  be.  The  Class  will  be  the  first  to 

graduate  which  has  known  no  other  Principal  than  Principal  Gordon,  having  entered 
Queen’s  in  the  fall  of  '02,  that  sad,  almost  gloomy,  autumn,  when  the  University 
found  herself  without  a  head”. 

From  its  inception  the  Year  Book  has  been  a  witness  to  the  rapid  development 
of  Queen’s  during  the  present  century,  and  has  reflected  in  its  pages  the  continued 
expansion  of  the  life  of  the  University.  In  1927  the  book  was  greatly  improved  by 
enlarging  its  scope,  by  altering  its  format  from  t lie  old  oblong  quarto  to  the 
present  style,  and  by  adopting  the  name  “Tricolor”,  which  (to  quote  from  the  edi¬ 
torial)  had  come  to  be  recognized  “as  the  popular  emblematic  synonym  for  ‘Queen’s’ 
wherever  the  University’s  fame  has  spread”.
